The Commissioners have accepted a proposal for the rebuilding of St. Andrew s 
Church, in the City of Dublin, which was destroyed by an accidental hre, as

mentioned in a former Report. This work will be provided for out of the 
“ Insurance Fund ” of the Board, aided by private subscriptions. 

The subscriptions from private sources received within the year, in aid of the 
building, rebuilding, enlarging, and improvement of Churches ’and Licensed 
Houses ot Worship, have amounted to the very liberal sum of 14,842/. 2s 8 d 
A Chapel of Ease at Ardemine, iu the Parish of Kiltennel.’and Diocese of 
Ferns, built at the sole expense of Captain Solomon Augustus Richards of 
Ardemine, in the County of Wexford; also a Trustee Chapel at Kircubbin’ in 
the Parish of Inmshargy, and Diocese of Down, built exclusively by means of 
private funds, have been taken under tile charge of the Board. Iu the latter 
case, a sum of 130 l. 4 s. 6 d., 3 per cent, stock, has been transferred to the 
Commissioners as a Repair Fund. A Proprietary Chapel at Cloverhill in the 
Parish of Anna BeJturbet, in the Diocese of Kilmore, and a Trustee Chapel in 
the Parish of Cappagh, in the Diocese of Derry, have been also built by means 
of like funds. In the latter case, the plans were supplied by the architects of 
tile Board, and the works were carried on under their superintendence 
A Church which was built some years ago in the Parish of Derrybrusk, in the 
Diocese of Clogher, by the parishioners, without any assistance from the Com- 
missioners, has been taken under the charge of the Board, the parties interested 
having lately obtained a faculty confirming this building as the Parish Church. 

A sum of 1,500 /., 3 per cent, stock, has been transferred to the Commissioners 
by Lord Clermont, and accepted by them, as an additional endowment for the 
Benefice of Jonesborough, in the Diocese of Armagh. 

The Commissioners have, during the year, granted loans on mortgage to the 
amount of 4,156/. 16s. 2d., for building, improving, and repairimr Glebe 
Houses in the following cases : —

They have also, under the provisions of the 6th section, 3 & 4 Viet. c. 101, 
granted an additional augmentation of 26 /. per annum, to the Vicarage of 
Monkstown, in the Diocese of Cork, snd under the provisions of the 37th section 
of the 23 & 24 Viet. c. 150, they have allocated an annual stipend of 
100 1. to each of the Perpetual Curates who have been appointed and licensed 
by the Archbishop of Dublin, to the Parishes of Tullow and Kill, within the 
Union of Monkstown, in the County and Diocese of Dublin, these parishes 
having been erected into separate parochial districts. 

Under the provisions of the 31st section of the Act 23 & 24 Viet. c. 150, 
the Commissioners have relinquished the further collection of the instalments 
payable on foot of the loans made by the late Board of First Fruits, for building 
Glebe-houses in the Parishes of Ballingarry, in the Diocese of Killaloe, and of 
Atliy, in the Diocese of Dublin, the incumbents not being- in either of these 
cases in possession of the houses for the building of which these loans were 
made. 

A portion of land, part of the See Estate of Cloglier, has been purchased by 
the Monaghan and Clones Railway Company, and the purchase-money, 
154/. 1 a 1 . 4 d. has been invested in Government Stock, to the credit of this 
property. 

The Commissioners having under the Provisions of the Tithe Composition 
Acts taken proceedings, founded upon an increase in the average price of Corn, 
to vary the rentcharges of certain Parishes which are vested in them, have 
succeeded in several instances in obtaining the necessary authority, by which 
means an annual increase in their income, under this head, has been effected, to 
the amount of 154/. 17 s. 3 d. 

On the recommendation of the Board, the Lords Commissioners of Her 
Majesty's Treasury have, under the provision of the 6th section of the 23 & 24 
Viet. c. 150, granted a superannuation allowance of 225 /. per annum to their 
late Treasurer, Dr. James Eduard Stopford, who. after a service of 27 years, had 
become permanently disabled by ill health from the further discharge of his 
duties ; and with the approval of your Excellency, the Commissioners have 
raised the salary of Mr. John Ball, their Solicitor, from 400/. to 500 /. per 
annum, in consideration of the heavy and important duties performed for the 
Board by that gentleman. 
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By the half-yearly returns of promotions, it appears that appointments have 
been made within the year to 83 Benefices, consisting of 10 dignities, 4 prebends, 
and 69 parochial benefices ; of these 22 appear to be subject to ecclesiastical 
tax. 

With reference to the vacancies which took place in the Prebends of Carra- 
granemore, in the Cathedral Church of Ross, and of Donaghmore, in the 
Cathedral Church of St. Carthage, Lismore, neither of them having'cure of 
souls, within the meaning of the Statutes, the Commissioners recommended the 
appointments to them to be suspended, with which recommendations your 
Excellency and the Privy Council were pleased to comply. In the case of the 
vacancy in the Prebend of Lockeen, without cure of souls, in the Cathedral 
Church of Killaloe, the Commissioners likewise recommended to your 
Excellency and the Privy Council to suspend the appointment to it, but they 
have been informed that an Order in Council was made on the 24th of April 
last, disappropriating from the Prebend all its revenues and annexing them to 
the Vicarage of the parish. In the cases of the Archdeaconries of Ardfert and 
Achonry, without cure of souls, which also became vacant during the year, 
the Commissioners, according to their practice in respect to such Dic-nities* 
merely notified the vacancies to your Excellency and the Privy Council, but 
abstained from making any recommendation in respect to them. 

Twenty-six applications for the purchase of Perpetuities have been received, 
and the sum realised from this source within the year has amounted to 
12,958 /.9s. 6 d. For the liquidation of mortgages granted for Perpetuity pur- 
chases effected in former years, a sum of 4,720/. 3 s. 5 d. has been paid. 

The following sums have been invested in Government Securities ; viz., 
12,053/. 17s. Ad. to the credit of the Perpetuity Purchase Fund; 401/. 6s. to 
the credit of Primate Boulter’s Fund; 2,371/. -s. lOd. to the credit of the 
Insurance Fund; and/temporarily, 4,660/. -s.' 2 d. out of the General Fund, 
pending the execution of the works for which the Board has made grants. 

The annual account of the Trust Fund arising under Bishop Gore’s will, 
from the impropriate tithes of Cahir Parish, in the Diocese of Lismore, has been, 
furnished by the Commissioners to the Bishop of Cashel, Waterford, and Lismore, 
pursuant to the direction of the Court of Chancery.
